General Manager Ross of the Laclede 
Gaslight Co. says the trouble in every case 
is ‘‘purely local.”’ 

Inquiries made by the Post-Dispatch 
show that the ‘‘locality” of the impaired ser- 
vice is South St. Louis, which covers many 
square miles of territory. : 

Indignation is rife and there are many 
threafs that the use of gas will be gen-

NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—Charles F. Jones, 
secretary and valet to the late millionaire, 
William Marsh Rice, made a desperate ef- 
fort early thia morning to commit suicide 
in his cecil in the Tombs.

_ Resumes the Tour of New York, Mak- 
ing Final Speech at City of 
Batavia. - 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 1.—The Roosevelt 
Special pulled out of the Buffalo depot at 
8:40 this morning, bound for Jamestown, 
where it will remain tonight, and scheduled 
to stop at many places along the route. 
The governor felt very well, his voice not 
appearing to have felt the strain of last 
night's three meetings. For the first time 
since the trip began the governor last night 
attended a°dinner after he was all through 
with the meetings. Former Senator John 
Laughlin of this city gave a dinner to the
